WASHINGTON, March 20—(I. N. S.)—No American 


commission will be sent to Geneva next September to nego- 
tiate with the League of Nations over the reservations which 
the senate adopted in voting American adherence to the 
World court. 
Perturbed by the storm warnings already being hoisted 


in the senate over the league's invitation, the state depart- 
ment decided to make this announcement today without 
waiting for receipt of the actual invitation to send commis- 
sioners abroad. 


Instead of American commission- 
ers sitting with the league's rep- 
resentatives at Geneva in an en- 
deavor 
to reconcile 
the senate's 


reservations with the framework cf 
the court, there will be only Min- 
ister Hugh Gibson to render what 
explanation of the reservations is 
considered necessary, according to 
the state department. 
It was made clear by the depart- 


ment that for practical purposes 
it will not be considered that Min- 
ister Gibson is dealing with the 
league as such, but dealing instead 
with the individual interrogatories 
of the various iiat»«ns> that com - 
prise the league.

Early in his examination Carter 


took the case away from Baldwin 
and elaborated on his misdeeds. In 
addition to the two murders he ad- 
mitted to seriously wounding two 
other persons and shooting a dozen 
others through bedroom and store 
windows. 
Defense alienists tried 


to establish the point that while 
Carter had a remarkable memory 
and apparently was well read, he 
had the moral sense of a child of 
from throe to seven years. Carter 
in the hearing of tho jury, openly 
scoffed at this testimony. 


"Ain't I the cute 
little 
fellow, 


though?" he said. 
Several times he threw the court 


room to confusion by contradict- 
ing testimony which was intended 
to show him Insane. 


Preferred Death. 


"I had determined 
in my own 


mind that I would prefer death to 
life Imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary," ho said after the verdict was 
read. "I have no fear of death and 
will walk to the chair-without fal- 
tering. I am 46 years old and have 
spent five years In prison. I dreaded 
the thought of spending the rest of 
my life there. 
I was determined 
that I would not go to an asylum." 


Asked why, If he was satisfied 


with the death penalty, he allowed 
any defense to be made at all. the 
man who savs he does not believe 
in Cod or a hereafter said: 
"To deliberately place myself In 


the electric, chnir would he suicide 
nnd t am opposed to self destruc- 
tion." 


Carter Is considered one of the 


mo<<t 
remnrknble 
criminal* over 


tried here. 
Alt hough he had only 
finished fourth grade In school, he 
hart highly educated h<'n«olf while 


incarcerated In Iowa, penitentiary. 
Every cent he could 
obtain was 
spent in buylni books for this pur. 
pose, 'the warden told Omaha of- 
ficials. 
He Is believed to have killed at 
least two other men and author- 
ities believe that there are no less 
than seven notches on his .22 cali- 
ber automatic pistol. He was a dead 
shot and his victims were all shot 
In the head. 
He terrorized this city for a week 
by his sniping activities. Streets 
after dark were deserted, citizens 
fearing to venture forth. 
Shades 


of homes were tightly drawn and 
many residents refused 
to even 


light their houses while the sniper 
was active. 
After his arrest 
he 


said he never had intended to hit 
any persons he shot 
at 
through 


windows* but did such shooting to 
throw police'-off the trail. 
Sentence will be pronounced by 


Judge Goss some time next week. 
Attorney Baldwin will probably ask 
for a new trial, although Clark has 
forbidden him to make any further 
effort to save him from execution. 


Carter Still Smiles. 


OMAHA. Neb., March 20.—(I. N. 
;.}—Frank 
Carter, 
the Omaha 
sniper," still contlnfis to smile. 
The smile which has been on the 
phantom killer's face since he was 
arrested the latter part of February 
remains, although 
this afternoon, 


the killer heard a jury of twelve 
men say that they had found him 
guilt \- of first degree murder, and 
that he shouU pay for his crimes by 
ttinp electrocuted. 


It. was the second time in twenty 
years that a sentence of death had 
been passed upon a white man in 
Omaha. 
Carter heard the sentence which 


he must pay for the two murders 
at 3-15 p. m. today after the jury 
had deliberated but two and a half 
hours, record time for a jury to re- 
turn a verdict 
in a first degree 


murder case. 
The case was completed at 12:15 


p. rn. today and after that the jurors 
weie allowed to go to lunch, return- 
Ing for deliberation at 12:45. 
"From the start, nine of us were 


for the death sentence," said one 
of the jurors. "The actual time for 
us to reach a verdict was a little 
over an hour, but we continued to 
deliberate in order to give jthe man 
a fair trial. We discussed his san- 
ity, but not one of us was convinced 
that Carter did not know the dif- 
ference between rlfht and wrong," 
the iu'.-or added. 


Sentence Next Week.

He was captured a week later neai- 
Bartlett, la., and immediately con- 
fessed his guilt, saying he shot the 
pair when they resisted his efforts 
to rob them 


"I have lived for forty-five years," 


said Carter. 
"That Is longer than 
the average man lives. I have been 
in state prisons before and I atn 
s.ck of them. Honestly, I am glad 
I -was given a death lentence." 


And again he smiled and puffed 
sway on his cigaret.

thing to eat, some more smokes, 


id be left alone," the sniper con- 
cluded.

University of Nebraska unanimous- 
ly reaffirms its position announced 
a year ago, after an investigation 
of the course of military training 
and its results, as now conducted 
at the university, and unqualified- 
ly approves the same. 


"Inasmuch as the public press 
announces that a committee of 100 
Is organizing to secure the aboli- 
tion of military training in the 
University ot Nebraska as required 
subject and inasmuch as the pro- 
posed plan contemplates the enact- 
ment of a law through initiative to 
compel the board of regents 
to 
make military training an optional 
subject, the regents of the univer- 
sity of Nebraska desire to explain to 
the voters of the state why they 
bolieve that their authority as con- 
stitutional officers to manage the 
affairs of the university should be 
sustained and why the 
proposed 


legislation should be defeated. 
"1. Federal obligations: 
"The University of Nebraska is 


one of the land grant institutions, 
These schools owe their origin to 
an act of the federal government 
signed by Abraham Lincoln In 1862 
glymg cerrain public lands to the 
several states for the maintenance 
of educational institutions where 
the Instruction, including military 
tactiss, should promote the liberal 
and practical' education of the in- 
dustrial classes in the several pur-v 
suits and professions in life. 


A Moral Obligation. 
"In the institutions so endowed, 


military instruction lias been a re- 
quired subject. The moral obliga- 
tion to retain it as such has been 
recognized 
In our own university 


from the beginning. It was unani- 
mously so recognized by the .Vi- 
olation of I^and firnnt Colleges 
In 


1924 and reiterated in 1225. Thin In- 
terpretation wns apparently recog- 
nized in tho national defense net 
of 1B1I. which makes a distinct <>-i 


between 
those 
state ln§tltutUm» 
that are required to provide 
In- 
struction In military tactics under 
the land grant act and other Insti- 
tutions. In a word, military train- 
ing as a required subject has been 
accepted to all the land grunt col- 
leges without question. It has been 
assumed in legislation, written into 
contracts, universally recognized by 
the institutions, and never serious- 
ly questioned until the state legis- 
lature of Wisconsin in 1923 com- 
pelled the institution to make the 
subject elective. The regent* 
do 
not insist that this federal relation 
creates an enforceable legal obliga- 
tion. They do Insist, however, that 
there is a moral obligation 
that 
cannot be lightly set aside. 
"In addition to this, the univer- 
sity entered-into a contract In 1916 
with the federal government 
in 
connection with the establishment 
of the R. O. T. C. to maintain a 
two-year course of compulsory mil- 
itary training for physically 
fit 
students, a contract which is still 
in force and which the board ha« 
no desire and believes unwise to 
set aside or evade. 


"2. National defense act. 
"The regents believe that the na- 


tional defense act of 1916 and as 
amended In 1920 represented- •wise 
legislation. 
If supported in good 


faith by the people of the United 
States, It will render a large stand- 
ing army unnecessary, wil make it 
safe to depend largely upon an 
emergency army of citizens, and 
work for the cause of peace. 
The 


training of students to become re- 
serve officers available in times of 
emergency is a salient part of the 
defense act 
Those who took part 


In the World war and who now 
constitute 
the 
Officers ^Reserve 


Corps are diminishing in number. 
In any future emergency the re- 
serve 
officer 
university trained 


will be the key to the nation's de- 
fense—will constitute th evolantecr 
force to train a citizen army. 


Owe Service To Government. 
"A proposal to make military drill 


voluntary will of course be followed 
by efforts to induce the students 
not to elect it. The same group 
of agitators now urging the elec- 
tive system will be the foremost in 
discouraging election on the part of 
individuals. In this they will have 
the sympathy and support of all 
foreign militarists who envy the 
greatness and prosperity of the 
United States of all communists 
and anarchists -who are opposed to 
orderly go\ernment of all parlor 
bolsbevists and of all Utopians -who 
dream of the millenium.

paign against the traditional policies 
of the institution and against the 
authority of the governing board. 
The regents respectfully suggest 
that all churches and societies as- 
signing religious and welfare work- 
ers to the institution 
select only 


those who will co-operate with the 
university authorities in maintain- 
ing the policies of the school. 
At 
the same time the regents acknow- 
ledge with appreciation 
the loyal 


attitude of a number of the stu- 
dent pastors and of the city minis- 
ters deeply interested 
in student 


welfare. 
"The board of regents would urge 


all well-intentioned and thoughtful-

Our graduates have been univer- 
sally advocates of peace, concilia- 
tion, and good will. Thousands of 
yung men in the state have taken 
compulsory military training in the 
University of Nebraska during the 
last fifty-fi\e years 
and neither 


they nor the state itself have be- 
come militaristic as a result 


"If any of the people of the state 


believe that the Instruction in mili- 
tary science that has been going 
on during the entire history of the 
institution has 
produced militar- 


ists, inquire of those who graduat- 
ed after taking the course in mili- 
tary tarinlng.

here, families from eight to fifteen 
being common. 
The only thing the good old U.

blood stains upon it showed clear- 
ly that the man had been stabbed 
and had not died from a hemorr- 
hage.

stained knife had 
been found in 
Dumlm's hotel, together with a 
bomb, after Dunim had returned 
to Rome following the disappear- 
ance of Matteotti.

COUNCIL TO ACT 


PLflN 


Will 
Hasten Passage of 


Ordinance Controlling 


Buildings. 


May Extend City Boundaries 


To Include 500 More 


Acres. 


Two ordinances coming up for 


consideration at the meeting of the 
city council Monday, mark the be- 
ginning of a new era, in the opin- 
ion of city officials 1n close touch 
with conditions involved in their 
passage. One, a zoning ordinance, 
is up for second and third reading 
and will be passed <ith an emerg- 
ency clause attached. The other will 
be read a first time. It provides for 
extending the city limits to the east 
and takes into the boundaries of 
the municipally abotut 500 acres of 
land and approximately 300 people. 


Haste in passing the zoning or- 


diance, according to city officials, 
is due to so many people trying 
to take advantage of the fact that 
there is nothing in the law to pre- 
vent building wherever they please. 


"The city is absolutely without 


protection," one official said, "and 
people can build almost 
as 
they 


please. There is not a thing- in the 
city ordinance to prevent. The only 
protection we have are the rules 
the chief of the fire department 
prescribes against five hazards, and 
those regulations 
covering- 
con- 


struction under the building ordi- 
naces," 
The zoning ordinance win 
care 


for every emergency, another said, 
"and I want to see it passed be- 
fore there are any more building 
started in localities which should 
be restricted to certain uses." 


Has Fiva Districts. 


The ordinance 
which 
will 
be 


pkssed Monday regulates and 
re- 
stricts the location of trades and 
industries, 
arid 
the 
location of 


buildings 
designed 
for 
specific 


uses. It also regulates the height of 
structures, 
establishes 
building 


lines to secure safety from 
fire 


and other dangers," and promotes 
the health and welfare of the city." 
To do this it divides the city into 
five districts and prescribes pen- 
alties for the violation of the reg- 
ulations, limitations and restrict- 
tions. 
The use of any premises or build- 


ing existing a the time the ordi- 
nance is adopted, although not con- 
forming- with the provisions of the 
ordinance, 
may 
be 
continued. 


Should such non-conforming use be 
abandoned, however, any future use 
of the building or premises must 
conform, to the regulations pre- 
scribed for the district. Provision 
is also made that where a build- 
ing does not conform to the dis- 
trict no extension, reconstruction, 
or alterations can be made 


A dwelling is described as 
a 


place in wliich "not Imore than 
four families or 
households 
are 
living independently of each other." 
A garage for private use cannot 
have a capacity for more than four 
self-propelled vehicles, and can be 
used for storage only. 


An apartment is "a building de- 


signed for the occupancy of five 
or more families living- independ- 
ently of each other," and a storage 
garage as one "with capacity for 
more than four self-propelled ve- 
hicles, without a work shop, repair 
shop or service station." 


The heights of building-s in any 


residence districts shall not ex- 
ceed three stories. In an apartment 
district five stories may be built, 
and m the commercial district they 
may be 150 tall. The height of a 
building- is construed to mean "the 
vertical distance from the curb level 
to the level of the slopes of the 
roof." 


In any residence or local business 


district no inclosure wall of any 
building shall be nearer than twen- 
ty feet frcm the street line on 'the 
front of any lot nor nearer than 
six feet from the street line on the 
side of any corner lot. Exception is 
made where the enclosure -walls of 
buildings in the same block and 
facing the same street are 
now 


closer to the street than the dis- 
tances prescribed in the law. In 
the residence district houses can- 
not be nearer than four feet to the 
inside lot line. 


The districts set out under 
the 


zoning 
ordinance are 
residence, 


apartment, local business, commer- 
cial and industrial, and the boun- 
daries of each are shown in 
a 


"use" may which accompanies and 
is a part of the ordinance. 


Extension of Limits. 


The ordinance extending the city 


limits takes in all that territory 
east of Forty-fourth street to Fifty- 
sixth street, and O street south to 
Sumner. 
The district 
comprises 


about 500 acres and in many places 
is already quite densely settled by 
people, the majority of whom have 
petitioned that they be taken into 
the city. They desire to be served 
with city water, lights and sewer 
facilities, they declare in their pe- 
titions. The board of education and 
the trustees of Tabitha Home joined 
in the plea, the home being sorely 
pressed for water and sewer facili- 
ties, it was stated. The board of 
education wants water and sewers 
for two new school buildings to be 
erected in the district soon. 
The 


Bethany boulevard passes through 
the territory.. • 


Bringing- the district into the city 


will result in opening to settle- 
ment one of the most desirable sec- 
tions around Lincoln according to 
city officials. Already an owner of 
a considerable tract is making- ar- 
rangements to pplot his land, in- 
stall sewers, water mains, pavement 
and sidewalks. All of his tract will 
riot be cut up it is said. Part of 
it will be deed to the city 
for 


park purposes, when It will be land- 
scaped and planted to trees and 
shrubs and flowers. 


The development of this tract is 


contingent upon the development 
of an improvement district already 
under way inside the city, it is as- 
serted. It is the territory lying be- 
tween A and Randolph streets, and 
and Thirty-eight and Fortieth. The 
improvement -involves 
laying of 


sewers, water mains and grading 
and paving 
with 
the 
necessary 
construction of sidewalks. An ordi- 
nance creating 
the 
improvement 


district has been read twice. 


The new Randolph school Is al- 


most in the center of the, territory 
and the

made. Under present conditions it

four departments; 10 hours of Eng- 
lish, English literature, or agricul- 
tural Journalism; 24 nours of sci- 
ence, biological chemical or phys- 
ical, with not less than 8 hours in 
one department; 12 hours of econ- 
omics, social science, 
or history 


with 6 hours required in one dt- 
partment; 4 hours or military sci- 
ence; and 35 hours of electives. 


Up to this time tne courses 
in

Colleg-e of Agriculture have 


been 
of such a nature that the 


student 
was not allowed a great 


amount of choice as to the courses 
he would take.

extent of training of specialists m 
one or more branches of agricul- 
ture, until the present time. These 
courses will all be retained and in 
addition students will have the op- 
portunity of taking the liberal ag- 
riculture course.

"Twenty million 
acres of national forests, or about 
thirteen per cent or tn« fore»t« 
owned by the government, are in 
Alaska and it is planned to »ell a 
yearly crop of timber to private In- 
terests." 
Governor Park also commented 


upon the prosperous condition of 
the northernmost province . 
"Placer mining has taken a new 
spurt and last year saw more de- 
velopment than ever before, as large 
companies with better equipment 
have taken over the 
old placer 
workings and are now operating 
them on a huge scale," he declared. 
"Lode mining is also on the in- 
crease and new discoveries are fre- 
quent. 
Questioned on the subject of pro- 


hibition in Alaska, Governor Parks 
said that from his observations in 
this country after being here two 
months, that there was less drink- 
ing there than in any part of the 
United States.

satisfied with existing conditions, 
could not have been expected to 
vote. But it is doubtful if either 
side expected the 
magnitude of 


public interest. On the basis of re- 
turns compiled by the United Press 
tonight it*seems that some 3,500,- 
000 votes have been cast. 


Some newspapers did not join 


with others in compiling the totals 
and for this reason, the total vote 
jnay be even larger than 3,500,000. 
Then, too, some of the final fig- 
ures will not be available until 
next week. 


Outstanding in interest to non 
partisan observers is the support 
accorded prohibition in the smaller 
towns. 
While most localities with 
a poplation of under 10,000 joined 
with their neighboring cities 
in 


asking cither for modification or 
repeal of prohibition, there were 
many such towns voting strongly 
for the existing laws. 


'On the other hand, no city of 
more than 100,000 population fav- 
ored the reign of Volsteadlsm. New 
York, represented in three polls, 
was "wet," by a wide majority. 
Boston and Atlanta were the two 


In which prohibition made the best 
showing. 


The polls did not show as much 
geographical vailince %s was ex- 
pected. Kansas and the Carolinas 
are believed to be the only states 
assuredly In the.dry column. 


The polls already have occasioned

A new methgd of handling 
toll 


calls has just been put into Effect, 
by the Lincoln Telephone company 
over all of its territory, following 
tests that have demonstrated it is 
possible to put through, by its use, 
long distance calls with but a little 
more delay than is now experienced 
in making local calls. The average 
time is thirty seconds, and while the 
mothod cannot be used in all cases, 
it can be made available in more 
than 50 per cent of the toll calls. 
The subscriber places his call in 
the usual manner, and if it is to a 
point reached over -a direct circuit, 
the operator will ask that he re- 
main on the line. She immediately 
proceeds to establish the connec- 
tion desired. 
If the calling sub- 
scriber is able to give the number 
of the person desired, long- distance 
calls direct to the operator in the 
exchange at the other end of the 
line and asks for that number. If 
the number cannot be given, long 
distance at the exchange called con- 
sults a conveniently arranged 
list 


of business and professional 
men 
and hotels for whom most long dis- 
tance calls have been made in the 
past, easily available for her use, 
and then makes the connection. 


If a busy signal is encountered, 
oc the person called does not an- 
swer or no circuit can be secured, 
the subscriber is dismissed and the 
call proceeds in the regular manner, 
on a delayed basis. The greater 
speed of the service will result, tele- 
ume of business, because it involves 
phone men believe, in a greater vol- 
ume less lost time'than under old 
method for the subscriber and re- 
leases the circuits sooner for the 
next person who wants to use them. 
In the Lincoln exchange 'it was nec- 
essary to make automatic equip- 
ment changes, by removing an In- 
termediate or "B" board, that has 
been used to step over from manual 
to automatic or vice versa.

Baldwin ahd his wife, who 
have been visiting the latter's sis- 
ter-in-law at York, were present 
with his attorney, G. W. France of 
the same place. 
The accused man and hip counsel 
wanted to make a presentation be- 
fore Governor McMullen on the 
merits of the case, but he refused 
to conduct a trial of it. He stated 
that it was not his province to in- 
quire into anything further than the 
regularity of the proceedings and 
the good faith of Illinois officials in 
asking to have Baldwin sent back. 
As he was satisfied on both these 
points, the extradition papers were 
issued. 
The prosecution of Baldwin grew 
out of his having arranged to put 
on a carnival there and sending 
young women out to sell tickets. 
They claimed they were to get a 
percentage of the. receipts and spe- 
cial prizes were to be 
awarded 
those selling the largest number. 
However, it is alleged, Baldwin left 
and took all the money they liad 
collected and turned over to him. 
His side of the story w,as that he

years, which have probably been the hardest of his 
life, have also been the most joyous. In that period 
with its many burdens and demands, he soared to 
the heights of parental pride. As the father of-the 
president of the United States, his life has had a 
golde^i sunset. 


NEBRASKA GROWTH. 


In its fifty-nine years of statehood, Nebraska has 


passed through four great cycles of development, as 
reflected in the population figures. 


When Nebraska was admitted to the Union on 


March 1, 1867, there were approximately 100,000 people 
living within the territory. 
In the next ten years 


from 1870 to 1880, the population increased from 
122,993 to 452,402, or a gain Of 329,609 peorle.

next decade witnessed an

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Particularly heartening are the figures for the first 


five years of the present decade. From 1920 to 192», 
the preliminary estimates of the censup_bureau of 
the Department of Commerce show Nebraska has 
gained 74,799 in population. The July 1st estimate in 
1925, credited Nebraska.with 1,371,109 citizens, and 
for 1926 1,384,703. 
If this same ratio of growth ts 


maintained in the next ten years, it will- not be un- 
reasonable to expect Nebraska to show a population 
of 1 500,000 people and to pass the 2,000,000 mark be- 
fore the close ol the next quarter of a century. 


It did not require the census figures to confirm 


the report of rapid growth in Nebraska in the last 
five years. There are evidences of it on every hand. 
Since 1920 this state has been the fairest spot on 
the agricultural map. Business has endured the hard- 
ships to which it has been subjected in the farming 
areas of America, and has recorded a steady improve- 
ment. Building trades have been most active. Tho 
manufacturing establishments, which were m their 
infancy, a decade ago, have grown and prospered 
until today the annual output from the mills and 
factories exceeds in value the produce from Ne- 
braska farms. 
Jobbing and retailing have grown. 


There is not a single field which claims man's atten- 
tion, which has not reflected progress. 


Nebraska is still far from realizing her possibilitk- 
There are hundreds of thousands of acres of good 


land where production can be infinitely increased. 
The industrial plants have room for expansion. Edu- 
cational facilities must be improved, Nebraska's elab- 
orate system of permanent highways brought to per- 
fection, and the towns and cities which dot her hills 
and valleys beautified and reconstructed along modern 


EFFICIENCY AND WEALTH. 


A ton of coal neve/ went so far in the railway in- 


dustry in all its historv "as it did during the year 
1925. The bureau of railway economics has issued 
a. statement in which it says that an average of 159 
pounds of fuel was required to haul 1,000 pounds of 
freight and equipment one mlie during that year, 
whereas in 1924 eleven pounds more was required. 
It is furthermore stated that the chief factors in this 
saving, were improvements in locomotive construction, 
increase in the length 
>f runs, education of firemen 


in the conservation of fuel and closer inspection of 
the coal itself. 


This information is interesting chiefly because it is 


typical. The American people are living better today 
than any other people ever lived before because of 
the fact that they are more efficient than any other 
people ever were. The eleven pounds of coal per ton 
mile saved on the freight'transported in this country 
was so much added to the wealth of the country, to 
be divided between the residents thereof. Every bit 
of watte that is eliminated leave's just that much 
more for the enrichment and .enjoj'ment of the people. 


The people of the United States, as has been stated, 


aro living better because they are mpre efficient, but 
on the other hand they are more efficient because 
they are 'living better. 
And again, they are both 


more efficient and are living better because the gen- 
eral wealth is greater ar. 
more evenly distributed 


than was ever known in any other country before, 
notwithstanding the fact that there are a few tre- 
mendously wealthy men. 


Because the incomes of most men of intelligence and 


common sense are sufficient to enable them to give 
their children "iberal educa*"'-- 
men of attainments 


are to be found in all walks of life; engaged in all 
branches of commerce 
d industry, as well as in 


the professions, which claimed most of them up to a 
generation or so ago. The mechanical engineering 
courses at the universities now draw some of the 
brightest youths in the country, with the result that 
research along mechanical lines is just as persistent, 
systematic and_productive of Xeneficial results as aro 
those in medicine, surgery, 
chemistry, astronomy, 


physics and other sciences. 


In consequences of these things life is being im- 


proved in 
every 
direction. 
Education inevitably 


broadens the mind and makes for co-operation and 
united effort in advancing the common good. 
The 


educated man knows that waste reduces the common 
wealth as" well as that of the person or corporation 
who for the time being holds title to that which is 
wasted. All must share in the loss, just as all, to a 
greater or lesser extent, share in that which is saved.

Even in the matter of homes, there is much to be 


done. 
Notwithstanding the great building activity 


which has especially characterized the last few 
years, Nebraska is still underbuilt. In 1920 there were 
15,046 more families than homes in this state, ac- 
cording to the federal census figures. 
This was 5 


per cent of the total number of families in the state. 
In 1910 the excess of families over dwellings was 
but 2.5 per cent and in 1900 3.2 per cent. Since 1920, 
with the hundreds of new houses built in this city, 
and in other towns and cities in the state, building 
' has little more than kept pace with the increase in 
the number of families which have established them- 
selves in Nebraska. 


A study of the figures should convince the skeptic 


that in the next ten years growth and development 
will be even more rapid and more substantial than 
It has been in any decade, with the possible excep- 
tion of 18SO to 1S90, since Nebraska became a state. 


JOHN C. COOLIDGE. 


The name of John Coolidge is indissolubly linked 


ivith the fame of his distinguished son, President 
Calvin Coolidge. 


Not that John 
Coolidge had carved a place for 


himself in the long list of American notables. He 
had lived the life of an ordinary citizen- m a small 
community, remarkably steadfast to tradition and 
convention. He was industrious, thrifty, honest, up- 
right and God-fearing. He found his pleasures In 
the simple things of life. 


But because John Coolidge typified so many of the 


fine virtues of a class of the citizenship of this coun- 
try, he came to occupy a place in the popular imagi- 
nation. He was a reality in a larger measure than 
even his son." People like to think of him as scorn- 
ing the pleasures and comforts of modern conveni- 
ences. There was a sincerity in the way he went 
about his h uible tasks—-the "sugaring," the "haying,'' 
the little chores about the house. When John Coo- 
lidge walked from home to the pos toff ice, and back 
again, the people knew that it was because he wanted 
to, for had he desired it, Mr. Coolidge might have 
had"an automobile at his beckoning. The stern sim- 
plicity of his life stood out in bold relief against the 
general tendency, even in hardy old New England, 
to accept the gifts of the gods. 


America's picture of John Coolidge has been un- 


changed since the night when he himself adminis- 
tered the oath of office to his son. The memory of 
that August night in 1923 is still fresh. In the flick- 
ering light of a kerosene lamp were the sombre figures 
of father and son. The severe plainness of the scene 
made a deep impressiA upon the American people. 
It had a dignity and 
majesty about it which no 


amount of ceremony or ostentation could have im- 
parted. It was fundamentally faithful to the con- 
ceptions which America has always cherished in re- 
gards to her great men, with the elements of rug- 
Redness and simplicity about it, which have always 
been symbolical of the strength of the nation. 


Little did father or son realize at that time the 


event which-was taking place would tend to shorten 
the life span of the elder Coolidge. In the days 
Which preceded John Coolidge's death, the neighbors 
told the story. The Coolidge homestead in Plymouth 
became a tourist objective. Thousands came to sco 
the little town and the humble home where the presi- 
dent was born. 
With true New England courtesy, 


Colonel Coolidge greeted these visitors from afar. 
Hundreds of others who could not make the trill 
wrote letters and the'president's fatlv r dutifully an- 
«w;cred these. 
It was a strain which sapped the

A SMALL CROP PROFITABLE. 
" 


The Nebraska Ruralist directs attention to the fact 


that 9,713,398,200 pounds of hogs were slaughtered 
under federal inspection in 1025, fo- which the buyers 
paid S1,147,52S,S7C. The smallest crop in four years 
brought considerably the highest cash return in four 
years. Two billion fewer pounds sold for $200,000,000 
more than in 1924. 


There is nothing surprising or contradictory in this. 
The natural operation of the economic law of supply 


and demand explains why it is possible the farmer 
may icccive more money for a smaller crop than he 
gets for a larger one. A surplus means lower prices. 
A deficiency is certain to increase he price pf pork. 
Wheat brought more money in 1925 because the crop 
was short. Although America raised much less wheat 
than in 1924, it was worth more because the crop was 
short not only in this country but in other wheat- 
producing countries as well. 


If it were possible to regulate production, the farm 


problem would be solved. But it will never be possible 
to definitely control it for too many uncertain factors 
must be considered. The vagaries of climatic condi- 
tions, coupled with varying soil fertility, make the size 
of the grain crops a matter of pure speculation. Only 
where it is possible through artificial methods to very 
largely discount these natural factors can there be 
any hope of regulating production and this is un- 
certain at the bebt. 


The farmer must plant his fields, and pray for fa- 


vorable growing- conditions. If his prayers are an- 
swered he raises large crops. 'If he is confronted 
with an indifferent or unfavorable season he raises 
smaller crops or nothing at all. He 'aces a condi- 
tion here which no other industry is called upon to 
meet. About the only thing which h 
can do is to' 


plant his maximum acrecge, trust to Providence to 
look after his crops and his market. If he diversifies 
his efforts as much as possible and tends strictly to 
business, it is more than probable he will have more 
than a fair measure of success. 


AFTER MORE OIL LANDS. 


Congress must be ever alert if it does not care to 


participate in another grab of rich oil reserves. 


There are rich deposits in the Navajo reservation.

iod in American letters which wit- 
nessed 
the 
ascendancy of such 


humorous writers as Mark Twain 
Petroleum V. Nasby, Bill Nye and 
Robert Burdette was not yet ended. 


Such great weekly newspapers as 


the Toledo Blade, with far-flung 
circulation, carried the laugh pro- 
voking ebullitions of th'ose men 
into the remotest sections. To a 
large extent they shaped the ten- 
dencies of all the youth aspiring to 
authorship. 


In Muscatine, Iowa, then a com- 


munity of 12,000 souls, the youn 
son of Sage. Olmstead Butler, a 
bookkeeper, felt the urge to write. 
He composed poems, serious and 
humorous, and sent them to the 
local newspapers 
under fictitious 


names. They were printed. 


It was before the day of syndi- 


cated 
features. 
The newspapers

amination with a full report and

In 
the case of suspected defects, the 
physician will suggest that the 
child be taken to the family physi- 
cian for care. 


Record Booklet. 


Each child will be gi\en a little 


booklet in which will be wntten a 
summary of the 
physical defects 
that need to be corrected, the good 
habits that need tp be formed, the 
ideas to be inculcated, before ho 
staits to school A blue star is past- 
ed on the booklet of the child that 
is free from defects that need the 
attention of a doctor or denist 
and who shows evidence of person- 
al care Similar recognition will be 
given to all children having made 
improvement when they come to 
school in September 


The clinics will continue through 
the remainder of 
Mai eh, 
all 
ot 


April and May. It is expected that 
each child of pre-school age who 
is to become a part of the schools 
in .September or February wil 
have had a health conference be- 
fore June 1. These health confer- 
ences In the enrollment clinics ars 
being held early so that sufficient 
time will be given for getting the 
child ready for school 


The importance of this pre-schoo1 


health survey is indicated in, the 
present emDhasis in the program of 
the state Pa^er^-Teacher associa- 
tion, which is sponsoring a "get 
ready for school" campaign. 
The 
national council of the P. T A is 
offering a prize to the council of 
the P. T. A. that enters the nation- 
al contest and succeeds in having 
the highest percentage of 100 per 
cent healthy children. 


Of course, the "get rendy for 


school" campaign 
in I^inco'n - is 
taking the form of the enrollment 
clinics Inspection cf all children Is 
lequired by law during the 
first 


month of the school year. Septem- 
ber is really too late to aid the 
children in being phjsically ready 
for school. 


Two Defects Apiece. 


In Lincoln public schools during 
the year 1924-25, the total number 
of physical defects found through 
inspections required by legisative 
enactment and reported to^parents, 
urging coriection. number" 25,JY>1 
This made an average of two de- 
fects for every pupil in the public 
schools,^showing the importance of 
early attention to health. 


Grade school? children averaged 


^ 2 3 defects per pupil. Junior high 


school pupils averaged 
the 
same, 


and high school pupils averaged 
less than me ctefect each. By the 
close of the last school jear. 8,336 
defects 
were reported corrected 


Corrections were made of 33 per 
cent of the defects in the grades 
during the year. In the junior high 
school the same percentage of de- 
fects were corrected, while in the 
senior high school only 20 per cent 
of the defects were remedied.

A 
prominent child health specialist, Di 
Gesell of Yale, states that phys cal 
handicaps are the main cause ot

grades, and many illustrations of 
this fact can be given in the Lin-* 
coin schools. 


A recent study lepoited by the 


bureau of education of the federal 
government shows a relationship 
between poor grades and physical 
grades Ninety-two per cent of the 
failures in the ninth giado for thf 
second semester were made by pu- 
pils

defects 
Eighty-seven per cent of the fail- 
ures in the tenth grade were mad-1 
'by pupils hatim; phjsical defects. 


The health department of the 
city schools is having a series of 
enrollment clinics for pupils who 
will enter for the first time in 
September or February. The chart 
on the upper left shows the four 
most common handicaps of kinder- 
garten children, as found among 
191 kindergarten pupils, namely, 
diseased tonsils, bad teeth under- 
weight, and adenoids On the lower 
left the chart shows the percentage 
of defects ir» ejes, ears, nose, and 
throat among fifty-two kindergar- 
ten children. The picture on the 
upper right shows little Anita Cal- 
fot being measured by one of the 
school nurses, Miss Ruth Freeborn, 
in the clinic. Below that Dr R. 
B. Adams, the school physician, is 
testing Anita's heart, with Mrs.

is to be used, the members will 
have to be satisfied with rather 
barnlike surroudings. 


All available rooms for commit- 


tee meetings will present the same 
appearance. 
The legislators, more- 


over, will have to put up with all 
kinds of distracting noises 
from 


construction work going on around 
them, and with makeshift stairs 
and passageways. 
There will 
be 


no luxurious lounging or smoking 
rooms, such as are provided for in 
the plans of the completed capi- 
tol. 


Senate Chamber Last. 


As for the senate, it 
will 
not 


even have the bare walls of its 
future chamber. 
That hall is not 


to be constructed until the third 
section of the capitol is built. 


The contractor has until the end 


of 1927 to finish work on the sec- 
ond section and turn it 'over to the 
state. 
The third section will in- 


clude the high central tower, above 
the rest of the building, and the 
leg running 
westward 
from 
th 


central rotunda. 
The tower wil 


have to be erected first, as all ma- 
terials niust be hauled in by rai 
from the west. 
Tfhis means tha 


the senate chamber will come last 
It may not be available even foi 
the 1929 legislative session. 


It is evident, therefore, that some 


other meeting place must be pro- 
vided for the senate. 
Possibly it 


could be accommodated next year 
in the large room adjoining the 
house chamber, intended ultimate- 
ly asr a lounging place for the rep- 
resentatives. 
It might, as an al- 


ternative, be permitted to occu- 
py the second supreme court room 
in the south leg of 
the 
interior 


cross, if the work there should be 
far enough along. Or, it might be 
relegated to one of the large rooms 
on the ground floor of the com- 
pleted portion of the capitol now 
In use, with a few other rooms for 
its secretary's office, its engross- 
ing and enrolling room, and other 
auxiliaries. 


Would Retard Affairs. 


If none of these makeshifts will 


do, the senate must go outside of 
the capitol and transact its busi- 
ness in rented space. As there is 
no suitable building for the pur- 
pose near the capitol, this would 
place the two branches so far apart 
as to retard legislation 
a 
good 


deal. 
It is probable, if the house 


should occupy its own chamber, 
that the 
senate will 
also 
meet 


somewhere in the capitol. 


"We are working ahead with a 


view to having 
construction 
far 


enough along at the 
east end so 


that the house can work 
there," 


said W". L. Younkin, superintendent 
of building operations. "As for the 
senate, I don't know what can be 
done for it, if anything. 
The con- 


tractor must reserve the central 
part of the building and the north 
and south legs of the cross to keep 
his activities going 
through 
the 


winter. 
He cannot give up any- 


thing more than the east end to 
the legislature, and even at that it 
will be pretty noisy for the solons. 
We will do the best we can for 
them, and they will have to stand 
for some unpleasant feaures." 


Another thing -which has to be 


looked out for in advance is pro- 
viding furniture for the use of the 
two legislative branches. A lot of 
the desks and chairs 
used in the 


old capitol were taken 
home by 


members of the house last winter. 
The senate stuff has been turned 
over to the state welfare depart- 
ment and Is being utilized for hold- 
ing professional examinations. 
It 


might possibly be secured for next 
winter's sessions of the senate, but 
other -equipment must be supplied 
for the house. 
There is a speci 


contingency fund of $25,000, appro- 
priated by the last legislature, at 
Governor 
McMullen's 
disposal, 


which could be drawn upon for 
thet 'purpose. 


The capitol commission, of which 


the governor is chairman, will give 
Us special attention to the matter 
of providing places for the house 
and senate to meet, before the time 
arrives for their assembling.

Early Navigation of Missouri 


Recalled By Pioneer of Nebraska 


(Special to The Star.) 


' HARTINGTOX, Xeb., March 20. 
—Memories of the early days when 
big steamboats piled on the Miss- 
ouri river between St. Louis and 
Fort Benton, Mont., were brought 
back to Richard Crouch, clerk of 
the district court of Cedar county, 
by the recent talk In favor of the 
improvement of the river to make it 
a navigable stream for some dis- 
tance north of Yankton, S. D., for 
as a 
young 
man 
Mr. Crouch 


worked on the big- 
boats 
which 


were common on the river in those 
days. 


Mr. Crouch recalls that during 


the summer of 1882 he made a trip 
from Yankton to Fort Benton and 
return on the Wyoming, one of 
three largest boats that ever came 
up the Missouri, the other two be- 
ing the 
Dakota 
and 
Montana. 


These three boats were construct- 
ed somewhere along- the Ohio riv- 
er and taken down to St. Louis for 
the trip, but they proved too large 
for effective service and made only 
the 
one trip. 
Mr. 
Crouch 
left 


Yankton^ April 25. as a passen- 
ger, but took a job as fireman at 
Bismark, N. D., and did not arrive 
at Fort Benton until June 29, re- 
quiring almost two months for the 
journey. His boat carried TOO tons 
of fre!ght. 


At a 
place 
in 
Xorth 
Dakota, 


called 
"Drowned 
Man 
Rapids," 


where most boats did not attempt 
to go up without assistance, 
but 


"snubbed" their way over the rap- 
ids, the captain of the Wyoming, 


who was rather chesty about his 
new boat, declared he was going 
to make the rapids without 
help 


and he did, but the intense . heat 
from firing charred Mr. Crouch's 
clothes and the 
engineer 
drove 


everybody out of the engine room 
with a hammer, clamped the safe- 
ty valve down tight by placing: a 
piece of 2 by 4 between it and the 
deck floor, so that no steam would 
be lost, and placed his hat over the 
steam gauge as it registered 
its 


maximum. 
Only the 
newness of 


the boilers saved them from ex- 
ploding:. 


On the return trip Mr. Crouch 


shipped as a deck' hand on the 
Montana. They had on board 380 
head of cattle, being- shipped from 
Fort Benton to Bismark. 
Fuel for 


the boats -was obtained from- the 
wood yards along the banks of the 
river, where men spent the win- 
ter 
cutting up 
vast 
supplies of 


wood. If no one was around when 
a boat stopped and loaded up with 
fuel, a memorandum was left and 
later a bill was sent from the wood 
yard people to the company own- 
Ing the boat. 
The trip back to 


Yankton took about 20 days. 


Mr. Crouch sajs that traffic on 


the river decreased a great deal af- 
ter the flood of 1SSI, as 
prior 
to 


that time the .stream 
had kept a 


more or loss permanent channel, 
but after that it began to display 
its present tendency of 
being 
in 


one place one day and in another* 
the next, so it. became a difficult 
matter to navigate with big- boats.

National Committee Adopts Legislation 


Which Slaps 5-Yard Penalty On 


Second Incompleted Flip. 


NEW YORK, March 20. — (I. N. S.) — Four major 


changes affecting the forward pass, the safety, the ground 
rules and the kickoff or free kick, were made in the football 
code by the national intercollegiate football rules commit- 
tee today. 


Hereafter, no team may throw more than one uncom- 


pleted pass in the same series of downs without suffering a 
fire-yard penalty. The single pass, allowed without penalty, 
will be permitted on the first down only. This was the most

drastic of the rule changes effected. 


Change in Safety Rule. 


The next most important change 


was made in the safety rule. Here- 
after, Ihe ball will be put in play on 
the 20-yard line instead of the 30- 
yard line, but only as a kick. The 
team in possession of the ball will 
be given .the 
option of punting, 


dropkicking- or 
place-kicking the 


ball, with the opposing team "re- 
strained" at a distance of ten yards. 


The 
new 
rule automatically 


makes this plal' an onside 
kick, 


making it necessary for tlie defend- 
ing side to catch or recover the ball 
before a player on the kicking side 
leaches it. 


Ball Declared "Dead." 


The change in the giound rule's 


declares any ball "dead" that passes 
beyond the 
limits of the playing 


field, where heretofore this 
held 


true only In the case of a ball go- 
ing into the stands or beyond the 
fence separating the field from the 
stands. 
A fumbled 
ball 
o\er the 
line 


marking the 10-yard zone or bejond 
the side-lines belongs to the side 
whose player last touched the ball 
within the limits of the playing 
field. 


Blocked Kick and Fumble. 


Jf a blocked kick rolls outside, tire 


ball goes to the blocking side, while 
a fumble that is touched last on the 
playing field simultaneously by op- 
Posing players goes to the team that 
did not put the ball in play. Puntr> 
or passes out of bounds belong au- 
tomatically to the team that did not 
put the ball in play. 
On a kick-off or a free kick, it 


was decided that no player 
who 


ptrps out of bounds during the play 
will be eligible to recover the ball. 


Extra Point Unchanged- 


The remainder of the alterations 


Chairman E.-K. Hall of Daitmouth 
taid, weie confined solely to clarify- 
ing the rules and alterations in the 
phraseology. He added that there 
had been some 
discussion about 


changing the rule on the pomt-aft- 
er-louchdown, but that nothing had 
been done. Neither the plan to add 
a fifth official to the list nor the 
invasion 
of 
professional 
football 


were considered, he said. 
"We 
had 
definite 
reasons for 


making tfoe four major changeo,' 
Hall declared. "Our new forward 
pass rule will Prevent teams

rule very radical.

"As for the safety rule, it was 


drafted to break up the practice of 
making Intentional safeties at ran- 
dom by a team in the lead. The in- 
tentional safety at a critical mom- 
ent Is atactical move, but it was 
OA erdone last year, to the detriment 
of sportsmanship."

ator ''Young Bob" La Follette, re- 
publican of Wisconsin. 


The La Follettc resolution pro- 


posed an investigation not only into 
the 
textile 
strike 
but 
into the 


charges of New Jersey millers tllat 
communists are behind the strike. 
With these sweeping provisions, the 
resolution was refererd to the son- 
ate manufacturers committee at La 
Follette's request for a report on 
the "necessity of an investigation." 


Speaking for the manufacturers, 


.Senator Edge, republican, New Jer- 
sey, endorsed the investigation on 
the. ground that it be broad enough 
to delve into the alleged activities 
of communists. 


Chmarges Intimidation. 


Edge charged the whole textile 


strike was fostered by communists 
through "intimidation and threats," 
for the purpose of preaching revo- 
lution. 


In his resoluwiton, La Follette set 


forth charges made by the Passale 
strikers. These included allegations 
that 16,000 workers were out of jobs 
because they were "denied a living 
wage' 'and that "textile wage levels 
was far below that found necessary 
to maintain life and health in a 
family unit." 


Declaring the New Jersey police 


and civil authorities flaunted the 
constitution, the resolution charged 
that "thousands of American citi- 
zens are being denied their rights 
of public assemblage, free speech 
and free press." 


Brutal 
assaults 
are 
constantly 


made by the police, it was further 
alleged and "peace officers are de- 
stroying private property." 


Says Communist Conducted. 


The resolution provoked consider- 


able 
debate. 
Senator 
Edge 
en- 


dorsed the proposed investigation on 
the condition that 
it 
include the 


subject of communism. The strike 
is being conducted, he said, by "ac- 
credited representatives of the com- 
munist party." 


"Organized labor is not officially 


connected with these strikes,'1 Edge 
declared. ' 'The management of the 
mills have been ready to arbitrate 
since the start and in only one mill 
did the workers strike because of'a 
reduction In wages. The strike real- 
ly has spread through intimidation 
and threats. 
Men and women are 


afraid to work. 


"'We ought to find out, onco for 


all, 
whether strikes are to be used 


as a vehicle for preaching a type 
of. downthrow of government and 
revolution." 


The investigation was opposed by 


Senator Edwards, democrat, 
New 


Jersey, who declared he was against 
"governmental interference in New 
Jersey." 


"The textile industry is 
highly 


protected and I think an investjga-- 
tion of its wages can 
be entirely 


justified," Senator Borah, republi- 
can, 
Idaho, interposed. 
"We need 


not be uneasy about communism in 
the United States unless we fallow 
the ground for it." - 


With the resolution referred to 


the manufacturers' committee, there 
was every indication

the resolution will be favorably re- 
ported early next week.

Through a wide belt encircling 


the globe and extending from about 
latitude 35 degrees north Poleward, 
the general direction of the wind is 
westerly. Locally the direction may 
be diverted by topography. Large 
bodies of water also divert, or may 
even reverse altog-other, the 
wind 


direction 
along- their shores. The 


most important disturbing factor, 
however, is the passage of areas of 
hiffli or low pressure, the "highs" 
and "lows" of the weather map, in 
their journeys across the country. 


There is an endless procession of 


these "highs'' and "lows" passing 
across the country from west to cast 
north of latitude 35 degrees. Each 
o£ these areas is an 
independent 


wind system in itself, tiie passage 
of either a "hig-'n" or a "low" caus- 
ing- a change of nearly ISO degrees 
in wind direction at any place in 
or near the path. \Vinds blow spir- 
ally in toward the center of a "low" 
and spirally outward from the cen- 
ter of a "higli" being- deflected to 
the right in 
the 
northern hemi- 


sphere. 
About six out of every ten "lows" 


pass eastward north of Nebraska 
and four to the south. As a "low" 
approaches, the wind is sotitheast- 
erlv. If it 'passes eastward to the 
nsrth the wind veers through south 
and west to northwest. If it passes 
eat ward 
south 
of 
Nebraska the 


wind backs through north to north- 
west. 
A'relatively large per cent of the 


'highs" also pass eastward north of 
Nebraska. The winds accompany- 
ing a "high" 
are 
usually lighter 


i the direction less .well defined 


than the 
winds 
accompanying a 


"low," consequently the influence of 
"highs" on wind direction is less 
than the influence of "lows." \Vhen 
a "high" is to the west the wind is 
northwesterly. If the "high" passes 
eastward north 
of 
Nebraska the 


wind veers through north to south- 
east; if it passes eastward to the 
south the wind backs through west 
and south to southeast. 


Lincoln 
i.s situated in a shallow 


basin having- a low rim of irrogular 
hills with r.o well defined valleys 
through wh'ch the wind can sweep. 
There is also no body of water of 
sufficient size near TO influence the 
wind direction.

ion at Lincoln is, therefore, con- 
trolled by the passage of areas of 
high or low barometric pressure.

The history of the church m Lin- 


coln has been a history of move- 
ment. From the day of the first 
little white churches, so small and 
severe but so staunch, until today, 
church homes have been changing 
affairs. Religion in its various de- 
nominations came with the first 
settlers, and has 
been a steady 


force since the days before there 
was a Lincoln, but its places of 
worship have been many. 
The First Church. 
The first permanent organization 


of Christian people in this com- 
munity, and probably the first re- 
ligious organization here of 
any 


kind was formed by the Congrega- 
tionalists in 1866. The village num- 
bered seven buildings at that time 
and the little church had a mem- 
bership of six persons. The organ- 
ization was kno\vn as "The I- irst 
Congregational Chuich of Lancas- 
ter Count}" or "of Saline City. In 
1S6S it was rechristened ' The 1' irst 
Congregational Church of Lincoln 
and in that jear, the first church 
building of the denomination and 
of the community was erected a 
little north of the site of the old 
First Congregational church. 
The church was incorporated in 


1S73, and the building which it oc- 
cupied until December 1, 1S23, when 
it united with Plymouth Congre- 
gational, was erected in 1886. The 
or"-an was presented at that time 
by A. S.

The 
First Congregational organized the 
Plymouth and Vine Congregational 
churches.

, Methodism Arrives. 


Methodism came to the vicwuty 


in 1867, when 
the Rev. 
Robert 


Hawks was appointed to the Lan- 
caster circuit. He formed a Meth- 
odist class at Lancaster, and at 
the close of the year had a mem- 
bership of sixteen. In the spring 
of 186S a year after Lancaster be- 
came Lincoln and the capital lo- 
cated here. Lincoln became a sta- 
tion, and the society was made the 
First Methodist Episcopal church 
of Lincoln, with the Rev. H. T. 
Davis as pastor. 
The first local home of the Meth- 
odist church was a 
small frame 


building on Tenth and Q streets, on 
the present site of the police sta- 
tion and the health 
department. 


Just a shell of a building it was, 
•without a parsonage, and at the 
end of the year 1868 the structure 
was Inadequate for its purpose. It 
was cleared of a $400 mortgage and, 
sold for school purposes. 
To care for the members, a larger 


building was erected at Twelfth and 
M streets, cm the present site of 
St Paul M. E. church. During the 
ve'ars this building was in use, a 
little frame parsonage was built on 
the north end of the lot. When 
Hcntimcnt for a larger church be- 
came crystallized, the frame church 
was moved across the street to the 
present sito of The Lincoln Star 
building, and n brick church was 
built on the opposite conner. It was 
dedicated August 23, 1SS5.

It was damaged by 
lire in Augu&t, 1906, but work was 
immediately be m again and the 
present St. ftL y's cathedral was 
dedicated December S, 1911. 


First Presbyterian. 


Organization of the First Presby- 


terian church was perfected April 
4, 1S69, by the Rev. J. C. Elliott, at 
that time a pastor in 
Nebraska 


City. After a few months, in which 
the church had had no 
meeting 


place and no pastor, a store build- 
ing near Tenth 'and O streets was 
rented, where the first members 
were icceived and tho first 
child 


baptised. 


This church erected its first edi- 


fice between J and K streets on 
Eleventh and it was dedicated Oc- 
tober 9, 1S70. This edifice is 
still 


standing .even though it has been 
remodelled for a dwelling house. 
The Eleventh street church suf- 


ficed for the 
Presbyterians until 


April, 
JSS1, 
when 
ground 
was 


broken for the building which was 
razed last summer on the 
coroner 


of Thirteenth and M streets. 
The

Baptist Gatherings.

To Revive Weak Tubes. 
Weak tubes can he revived with 
the use of a tube reactlvator or by 
disconnecting- the "B" batteries and 
b'urnmg the tubes for about half an 
hour at a trifle higher than normal 
brilliancy. 


The Super-Heterodyne. 
The average 
super-heterodyne 


has seven or eight tubes consisting 
of an oscillator, mixer or first de- 
tector two or three stages of inter- 
mediate frequency, second detector 
and one or two stages of audio. 


Tinfoil, a Substitute for Solder. 
Small joints can often be "sold- 


ered" by using tinfoil 
with the 
usual fluxes. Care should be taken 
to get enough foil melted down to 
complete the job, as owing to its 
lack of thickness there usually is 
very little metal present. 


Caution When T*»ting New Circuit 
Place somo sort of a protective 
device in series with the negative 
lead of the "B" battery when test- 
ing a new circuit If a short cir- 
cuit exists 
between 
the filament 
and high potential "B" battery the 
protective device will give warning 
and protect the tubes. 


Cov^r for Batt«ry Wires. 
Battery wires should be of flex- 
ible rubber-covered variety with an 
auxiliary sheath of decorative col- 
ored cotton. Ordinary flexible lamp 
cord is excellent for the purpose, 
as its insulation is capable of with- 
standing voltages higher than those 
applied to radio receivers. 


Value of Grid Leak. 
The grid leak in the detector cir- 


cuit of any radio receiver should be 
of correct value to correspond to 
the characteristics of the tube. Ap- 
parently there are no two vacuum 
tubes with cactly the same char- 
acteristics. 
Therefore, 
different 
tubes when iised as detectors may 
require a different value of resist- 
ance for the grid leak. The correct 
valuexwill He between one-half and 
five megohms. 
This is best de- 
termined by experiment. 


Aerial Intelligence. 


The ideal aerial for the average 
three or five-tube set is from 75 to 
150 feet long (including lead-in) 
and 25 or more feet high. The 
higher the aerial is, and the longer 
(up to certain limits), 
the 
more 
energy it will pick" up and the loud- 
er the signals will be. Height is a 
more important factor than length 
in determining signal strength and 
distance. The longer and higher 
the aerial, the more the disturbing 
influences, such as static. Interfer- 
ence from power lines, «tc., which 
wIH'b* picked up. In cities where 
the installation is surrounded by a 
Dumber of sources of interference, a 
shorter aerial may be desirable. Ih 
the country, far from broadcasting 
stations and other causes of dis- 
turbance, a longer aerial may b» 
better, from the stand pool nt of the 
greater volume and distance ob- 
tainable. 


For the Notebook. 
It costs from two to three cents 
an hour to operate a receiving set. 
Tests show that radio WRVCM pass 
through wood, brick, concrete and 
glass with case. 


Tho habit of tinkering with the 


set may be defined as 
meddling. 


When there Is no actual trouble in 
the circuit. 
Not more than 46 volts should b* 
used on a detector tube to secure 
the greatest volume and the best 
quality of reproduction. 
It is not necessary to Insulate the 
ground wire of a set, because the 
more places it touches the better is 
the total connection it makes. 
The two desirable qualities every 
radio set should possess are ton* 
quality and ability to tune In one 
station and exclude all 
undesired 
stations. 


Lor)p and 
other indoor aerials 
should be placed as far as possible 
from the walls of steel buildings to 
reduce the absorption by the walls 
as much as possible. 
The "ohm" is the measurement of 
resistance in an electrical circuit. 
Just the same way as an "inch" is 
a measurement of length and a 
"pound" is 
the 
measurement 
of 
weight. 
The use of flux in soldering joint* 
is to clean the 
surface of a tl«ln 


film ^of "tarnish" caused by the 
chemical action of the air. The 
flux removes this tarnish and pre- 
vents the surfaces from oxidizing 
during: the soldering process. 


Radiogram*. 


Radio set owners In the British 
Isles now total 1.944,325. 


A specially designated organ has 
been made ror broadcasting music 
over Station WBBM, Chicago. 
Forty thousand people are direct- 
ly employed in the radio industry 
In England. 
The annual business 
turnover amounts to $50,000,000. 
KFRU, owned and operated by 
Stephens College of Columbia, Mo., 
is said to be the only broadcasting 
station operated by a girls' junior 
college. 


Twenty-six broadcasting station* 
in the United States operate on the 
273-meter channel. 
The 
majority 


of stations broadcast on wave- 
lengths "between 205 and 278 meters. 
There are 15 stations rated with 
power outputs of 5000 watts or 
higher. 
The tallest radio 
tower in the 


world is located near Berlin, Ger- 
many. The tower is 928 feet above 
the ground and has a spiral stair- 
case of 1000 steps. There is a one- 
passenger elevator, 
running in a 


tube 35 inches In diameter. 
The 
whole structure weighs 
only 700 
tons and cost $96,000 to erect. It is 
guaranteed to be earthquake and 
storm-proof.

Christian Church. 


According- to a history prepared 


by Miss Margarot Hallett, the first 
Christian 
church was 
organized 


January 24, 1869, by D. R. Dungau, 
at that lime chaplain of the legis- 
lature. 
The following- May, J. M. 


Y.earnshaw, a newcomer to the vil- 
lage, interested 
himself 
in 
the 


church, and for ,a time the church 
meetings wore held in his home. 
July 3, 1869, tho members held 
a 


meeting- in the grove near Crabb's 
mill, now Lincoln park, and 
ar- 


ranged lo build a church building 
as soon as the money could be se- 
cured. 


In September of that year, 
the 


meetings were removed from Mr. 
1'earnshaw's home to the old capi- 
tol building, and later to the school 
house, where they were held until 
July 3. 1S70. At 
that 
time, 
the 


members dedicated the little church 
building erected on the northwest 
corner of Tenth and K streets, at a 
cost of $2,300. That building- was 
the home of the First Christian 
church for the following nineteen 
years. The church had had no reg- 
ular pastor, but on October 2, 1870. 
Mr. Yearnshaw was unanimously 
elected pastor of the 'church. 


By 1887, the membership had so 


increased that the church felt tho 
need of a larger building. Three 
lots were purchased at Fourteenth 
and K streets, and 
the 
building- 


erected thereon was dedicated 
the 


last Sunday of August, 1889. Owing: 
to the financial crisis of 1896 and 
1897, the church was compelled to 
give up the building- in May of the 
latter year, because it wa« unable 
to meet its payments- For several 
years thereafter, the church 
waa 


without a building, but it continued 
to meet regularly in various halls. 


In the spring of 1901, the church 


purchase* the lots at the corner of 
Fourteenth 
and 
M 
utreeta, 
on 


which the 
structure 
Ju»t 
sold 
•lands. The next fall, the members 
built a »ruall chapel, where 
they 


continued to 
worship 
until No- 
vember. 1907. Because of increased 
membership, ti->e 
meeting* 
were 


then taken to the Lyric theater and 
lattr to the city auditorium. 


Plans for the 
present 
buildlntf 


were adopted in 
June, 1908, and 


ground was broken for the building 
on June 11. The 
exercises took 


place in. a pouringr rain, with 
the 
onlookers carrying umbrellas. The 
corner stone was laid Wednesday 
evening:, September-K, 1908, 
and 


the building dedicated May 16, 1909. 


Lutherans Build, 


December 20. 1873, a 
group of 


Lutherans, under the leadership of 
tWe Rev. S. G. Larson, pioneer pas- 
lor of the Swedish Lutheran church 
in Nebraska, met and organized the 
first Lutheran church in Lincoln. 
It was known 
as 
the 
Swedish 
Lutheran church, which name 
it 


maintained until 1920. when it be- 
came the First Lutheran church. On 
one of the three lots that had been 
received 
at 
Thirteenth and 
K

*.hat a church be erected, the con-

church. 
During the first 
sixteen 
years of Its history, 
the 
church 


had no pastor of Us own, except in 
the year 1S74- 


The corner 
stone of a larger 


frame church was laid in October, 
1886, and- the building- was to cost 
$3,487. Shortly after that time, the 
first parsonage was erected. 
The 


church, finished in 1887, remained a 
frame structure until 1905, when it 
was brick veneered, as it is today, 
and "the interior 
was remodelled 


and beautified. 
The church edi- 


fice has always beeu on the same 
fite on K street, and the parson- 
age adjoining, of brick construction, 
was built in 1916. 


St. Paul's 
Evangelical 
church 


was organized February 3, 1873, by 
the Rev. G. W. Regier under the 
name of the 
St. Paul's 
United 
Evangelical Lutheran and Reformed 
church. 
The early services 
were 


he'ld at different 
points, but the 
majority 
were 
held In a 
school 


building located at Eleventh and Q 
streets. 


September 7 of that year, the first 


church of the denomination, cost- 
ign $600, was erected on F street 
between Thirteenth and Fourteenth 
streets. 
Mr. 
Regier accepted 
a 


call to another pastorate in 1874, 
and for almost six years the church 
was without a pastor. At that time 
a regular pastor was secured, and 
the 
name of 
the 
church 
was 


changed- 


In 1886, the congregation voted 


lo"~ erect a new church, at 
which 


lime the old church was remodelled 
into a school house. 
The dedica- 


tion of the new church and par- 
sonage took place in 1887, and two 
years later Tabltha home, founded 
by the Rev. H. Heiner, was dedi- 
cated. 


Although the old church edifice 


was not large enough for the con- 
gregation, and at the annual meet- 
ing- of 1921, the 
congregation 
de- 


cided upon the 
erection of a new 


church has been underway for some 
months, and the congregation will 
occupy it some time in the early 
summer.

Better in Book Form. 
"Roger Bloomer," not unnaturally, 


perished, to survive In print (and 
interesting reading it is, at that.) 
But Lawsons are not so easily done 
away with, and when the Theatre 
Guild impudently foisted on its be- 
wildered 
subscribers 
this 
same 
Lawson's "Processional," the grunts 
of the disgruntled could be heard 
from Rivington street t oBeekman 
Place. 
Here was a fellow actually trying 


to squeeze America, not one city, 
one town, one hamlet—into 
the 
compass of an evening and Betting 
away with it in the grating rythms, 
the coarse and spontaneous spurts 
of greed and love and lust and grief, 
that are the visible symbols of a 
distracted land. 
The play 
lived 
through a turmoil of dislike, in 
which it grew increasingly evident 
that most people who hated it had 
been born circa 1S50. 
Kvoryonc wondered what this bad 


bov of "the American theatre would 
do next". He has done "Nirvana," a 
comedy in thre acts, sponsored by 
a new producing firm at the Green- 
wich Village Theatre. I advise every 
one to include it in his list of Im- 
portant things to see. It Isn't a per- 
fect play by any means. Indeed, on 
occasions it Is so exasperating that 
you want to walk out on it. Yet, 
somehow, you don't. 
^ 
Faces Great Problem. 
But it does try, with utter hon- 
esty and the most frontal and yet 
delicate and scrupulous scheme of 
battle, to face the terrible problem 
of Godlessness and what It does to 
you. And If it asks a question and 
finds no answer, 
that, while it 
damms it as drama, makes it pro- 
vocative as speculation. 
Lawson has taken a group of 


persons, with none of whom would 
you possibly dare to identify your- 
self, but each one of whom oddly 
enough, lives just around the cor- 
ner from you. They include a hard- 
boiled medical man, his visionary 
brother who blows off emotional 
steam by writing easy and lucra- 
tive novels; a masochistic married 
woman who goes, quite needlessly, 
to the electric chair after her hus- 
band kills himself; an inhibited and 
elderly vestal who has taken up 
thought cure, and thrown them 
with tender brutality against, first, 
a background of operating rooms 
and then into .the coils of an alco- 
holic roof garden party. There are 
too, the modern minister who sin- 
cerely believes in the efficiency of 
newspaper advertising (very care- 
fully and beautifully done, this char- 
acter) and the 
mother-enslaved 


girl from out of town who finds her 
outlet in aesthetic dancing and who, 
in a spasm of heartsick giddiness 
half-falls, half-throws herself from 
the roof. 


Prohibition Plays Popular. 


There are scenes of leaping splen- 
dor In the writing, scenes that use 
words like hot fingers to throttle 
you, scenes that are both animal 
and celestial in their ability to get 
under the skin of this 
business 
called living. But whenever feeling 
flags and reason starts is humdrum 
round, Mr. Lawson becomes for the 
moment just a series of bewildered' 
little pamphlets. Perhaps dramatists 
are more fair when they refuse to 
take sides, but they aren't more 
Interesting. Let Mr. Lawson glance 
at Galsworthy If he doesn't believe 
that; not to mention the horrible 
example of Channing Pollock. 
Runners-up In the week's activi- 


ties include Augustus Thomas with 
a play called "Still Waters" and— 
only guess!—about what? Prohibi- 
tion! This is a windy and occasion-

Ing well, for ft is an art, consists 
In "picking the winners." That is, 
choosing between the countless var- 
iations offered 
at 
the beginning: 


of a new season, 
just which ones 


going to last—not the ones which 
•will blaze into sudden glory to be 
immediately dropped because of too 
many 
imitations. 
So 
the 
well 


dressed woman studies carefully the 
trend oi the mode, selects her frocks 
by that tiend and saves herself 
many disastrous and costly experi- 
ments. 


The Silhouette. 


The silhouette of this season's 


frocks is slimmer than last win- 


, ter's. This does not mean that we 
are going back to the straight tight 
frock of a. few seasons past. Far 
from it. It simply means that the 
flare 
is 
more 
subtly managed. 


When we -walk, the dress is plenty 
full enough to 
flow 
easily 
and 


gracefully -with the figure. This full- 
ness 
Is frequently attained 
by 


pleatlngs. Sometimes these pleats 
are found in fan shape godets. The 
godet is not quite as good as form- 
erly as it gives too abrupt a line 


of flare. However, it is still seen 
if the material is soft enough to 
take it gracefully. The dress which 
falls into a soft ripple flare below 
the hips, is also a favorite. 


Use the Uneven Hemline. 


The uneven hemline is very good, 


not so much for street frocks as 
for the daintier, softer 
frocks of 


afternoon and evening. Usually this 
line is up m the front and down in 
the back, but sometimes the sides 
are long- with the front and back 
short. 


Many a frock, especially the day- 


time frocks are made with a flat 
back. The fullness Is then intro- 
duced across the front by m«ans of 
box pleats. Sometimes these pleats 
g-o right across the front. At others 
they are concentrated at one or both 
side fronts. For the more tailored 
costume,- the inverted plait is used, 
either at the side or the front. 


The 
hemline 
tunic is another 


method of obtaining: a feeling of 
flare and motion in the skirt. These 
tunics usually open down the front 
over a tight underslip. On these 
frocks the bodice is slightly molded 
to the figure. 


Jumpers Again. 


Of course, for morning, afternoon 


and evening the jumper diess is a 
great favorite. It is almost a uni- 
form for sports wear. It is fre- 
quently seen in silks or kasha or 
jersey in street shades; in the after- 
noon it is in georgette, while in-the 
evening it is in chiffon gorgeously 
beaded or spangled. 


The jumper is longer than it was 


last year, and the skirt is usually 
full in the front with a flat back. 
It seems as though this youthfully 
becoming little frock is ever new. 
It has been several time's rumored 
that it is going out of fashion, but 
back it comes with a few slight 
changes 
and 
finds 
itself 
more 


charming and more popular than 
ever before. This is probably be- 
cause its supple boyish lines and 
the freedom of motion it allows, 
express the life of the woman of 
today better than any other type 
of costume. 


The Influence of the Cape. 


The little cape is the very newest 


idea for spring and summer frocks. 
Sometimes this cape is so narrow 
that it is hardly more than a wide 
collar 
while 
in other models it 


reaches well below the waist. In 
the street frocks, especially the 
woolen ones, this cape is detachable 
leaving- an equally smart but cooler 
dress for warmer days. This cape 
is also seen on many a chiffon even- 
ing dress to which Its fluttering 
motion adds unusual charm. 


Of course, sleeves are long and 


tight for daytime wear. Now and 
then one sees a dainty little frock 
for summer 
afternoons with the 


briefest 
of 
sleeves, 
but 
these 


frocks are few and far between. 


The evening frock when it is a 


jumper frock, has a moderately low 
neck, but every other type of even- 
ing frock has either a deep "V" or 
"'U" in the back, while it is higher 
in front. An evening frock which is 
particularly becoming to the very 
young Miss is the "robe de style." 
These frocks of taffeta with a fitted 


bodice and long full skirt, are very 
smart no matter how the mod* 
jhanges. This year most of them 
ire made with the hemline much 
shorter in front than in back. An- 
other »ew note is to have a wide 
transparent hem of net so that 
while the general feeling of length 
is kept, they are more in keeping 
with the short skirted mode of 
today. 


Taffeta. 


Perhaps it is the charm of these 


frocks which is causing a definite 
attempt to bring taffeta back intot 
style for daytime dresses. It is a 
new and very soft taffeta, but it de- 
mands a different handling than the 
soft silks we have been wearing so 
long. The models shown so far have 
had a molded bodice, a full skirt 
and have been trimmed with crisp 
white organdie in collar and vestee. 


However, crepe de chine and 


crepe satin are certain to be smart 
The crepe satin is frequently used 
in modes which show both the dull 
and shiny surfaces of the material. 
Georgette for afternoon and chiffon 
for evening are almost universal. 


The evening mode, however, is 


such a gorgeous and glittering one 
that these chiffon frocks are fre- 
quently trimmed with silver lace", 
embroidered in silver or brilliantly 
beaded. 


So far, no woolen material has 


quit* taken the place of kasha but 
tweed and jersey are frequently 
seen. Among- the new«*t woolens 
are crepella and frlaca. 


Th« New Colors. 


Grey in all shades has come back 


to trie mode, but of all the shades 
that lovely silver grey Is quite the 
smartest. We have been wearing all 
shades of beige as our neutral color 
for so long that this change to grey 
is most welcome. Of course, this 
does not mean that beige will sud- 
denly be dropped, but it does mean 
that a distinct turn in fashion's 
favor toward grey has been felt. 


All the colors are good. It's 


really a rainbow year. Some will 
choose the clear pastels though the 
"dusty" pastels are even newer. For 
the street quieter versions of those 
colors will be worn while the even- 
ing hours will choose even more 
vivid tones. Printed georgette is a 
great favorite especially for after- 
noon. 


The cape is having a definite in- 


fluence on the mode. Many of the 
new coats have a cape back while 
the long cape is also worn. 


However, these capes will not 


supplant the long coat as that is en- 
tirely too useful a style to be given 
up. The neto coats are 
either 


straight or with a flare which comes 
from the shoulder. They are devel- 
oped in twill, kasha., cashmere or 
novelty 
woolens 
for 
utilitarian 


wear, and in black satin or any of 
the ribbed silks for dress. 


When these coats do not boast of 


cape back, they may have a scarf 
collar or a fur collar, while, if you 
are one of the few women to whom 
it is becoming, you may choose a 
collarless one. 


Suits Are In. 


The suit which is straight of skirt 


short of coat and 
tailored 
is in 


again. It is worn with an over- 
blouse of some tub silk in white or 


pastel 
shade, 
and 
its jaunty 


smartness is certain to recommend 
it to youth. 


There is also a cape suit. Some 


of these are really sport suits, light 
colored silk frocks with a matching 
circular cape, coming about to the 
hips, while those intended for street 
wear may be either in silk or wool. 
The capes to the street suits are 
usually short and circular though a 
few longer ones are seen. 


The Ensemble. 


It is hard to say whether the en- 


semble suit is in or not. This is 
because all "of our dresses and coats 
are planned so much with the en- 
semble in mind that it affects our 
whole wardrobe, rather than re- 
maining a distinct fashion- In this 
sense, it is most certainly the great- 
est style trend of the times. Now, 
though, 
dresses and 
coats 
are 


planned to 
go harmoniously to- 


gether rather than be a definite 
natch as when the ensemble was 
first introduced.

And 


this does not only mean in color 
but in general line and feeling. 


For Daytime. 


The newest thing for general day- 


time wear, particularly for street 
wear, is the high cut pump and 
sometimes a shoe that is cut so 
high over the instep that it is a 
closer relative to the oxford than 
the pump. At present, the high cut 
pump is seen on fully eighty per- 
cent of the well shod feet. But these 
higher cut shoes are distinctly a 
new trend and, as such, will bear 
watching.
